“Peop le aft or people have 
ignored

defend it.’ 
“ In hours of streps and trial men J 
have from the dawn of history mad**! 
the mistake of putting their faith iii j 
other men rather than in principles.

“Thi s attitude on the part of the t i t i- 
zeu s of an y country is the open door to 
dictatorship.
